NEW LEGISLATION REGARDING 
POSSESSION OF CERTAIN DOGS BY FELONS 


^ January 1,2007 new legislation became effective that prohibited convicted felons 
from possessing certain dogs and placed restrictions on their owner ship and possession 
of dogs, (see 720ILCS 5/12-36, Possession of certain dogs by felons prohibited). 


The restrictions and prohibitions under the statute are for a period of 10 years after the 
release of the inmate from custody. The law only affects those convicted of certain 
felonies which are as follows: 


• A forcible felony 

• A felony violation of the Humane Care for Animals Act 

• A felony violation of Article 24 of the Criminal Code - (possession of 
weapons) 

• A felony violation of Class 3 or higher of the Controlled Substances Act 

• A felony violation of Class 3 or higher of the Cannabis Control Act 

• A felony violation of Class 2 or higher of the Methamphetamine Act 

So for example a person convicted of a forgery would not be covered under this law. 

The law provides that those persons convicted of any of the above felonies may not 
knowmgly own, possess, have custody of, or reside in a residence witii either^ 

unspayj^ or unneuter^dog^r puppy older than 12 weeks or age, or 

• Any dog that has been determined to be a vicious dog under the Animal 
Control Act, regardless of whether it was spayed or neutered. 

The law fiirther provides: 

• dog, owned, possessed by, or in the custody of a person convicted of 
these felonies must be micro-chipped for permanerit identification. 


So in essence an inmate convicted of any of the felonies described 
a dog if; 


in die statute may have 


• The dog is older than 12 weeks and spayed/neutered and micro-chipped, or 

• The dog is less than 12 weeks and micro-chipped. 

• The dog has not been determined to be vicious.

Subject: HIV (AIDS Virus) Testing and Counseling Center 


As you have le^ed during your educational sessions within the Ulinois Department of Corrections, many people are at 
nsk for HIV infection. Poor to resuming sexual activity on the outside, it is strongly recommended that you be tested for 
HIV as any past behavior may have put you at risk for being exposed to the virus. High risk behavior includes sharing of 
needles for IV injections and any unprotected sex, including oral, anal or vaginal sex. Anyone who has had sexual 
relationships with an individual who has engaged in any of the above behaviors is also at risk. 


The HIV antibody test does not tell you whether or not you will develop AIDS. However, it will tell you whether or not 
you carry the virus and can spread it to other people. If you learn that you have been infected, there are medications 
available to slow down the activity of the virus in your body. The new medications are showing great promise in 
prolonging life and should be started before your immune system has been severely damaged. 

Taking the test and waiting for the results can be frightening. Prior to being tested, people are counseled about the exact 
meaning of the test and the implications if the results are positive or negative. 


TJe State of Illinois D^artment of Public Health has set up testing sites, which provide the counseling and testing free of 

ch^ge. Attached is a list of the free testmg sites. If you believe that you may be at risk, please call one of the testing sites 
and arrange for counselmg and testing. 


It is veiy important that you protect yourself by never sharing needles and by learning to engage in sex safely, reducing 
the nsk to yourself and your partner.

HIV / AIDS Testing Sites Handout and Certification 


Counseling and testing sites provide anonymous or confidential testing. An alpha denotes which service is offered by the site. 

A -Anonymous testing is consented voluntaiy testing without a client’s identifying information being linked to testing or medical records, including 
the request for testing or test results. 

C - Confidential testing is consent^ voluntary testing conducted with client’s information documented in client’s record. This information may 

include name, address and locating information. The information is used to promote receipt of test results and linkage to follow-up counseling and 
referral for needed services. 

S “ STD Clinic (Confidential test only) 


Clients opting for anonymous testing should be informed that the provider cannot link the client’s test result to the client by name. Therefore, if the 
client does not return for test results, the provider will not be able to contact the client with those results.
